Believe It or not we are well 
Into the era when you do not need 
your legs for driving a ear. The 
impression is that full hand con­ 
trol is only for 
amputees, 
but 
such is not the case. With a few 
changes any car with automatic 
drive can be converted into full 
hand operation, leaving ones feet 
for the gentle business of kicking 
about high taxes. 
Already on the m arket are hand 
controls of the throttle. Hand con­ 
trol for a power braking system 
is a relatively simple m atter. The 
fact is that the brake pedal sus­ 
pension of three of the current 
cars lends itself to simple attach­ 
m ent of an extension rod which 
can be pushed down by hand. A 
hand switch for the dim m er can be J 
attached to the selector lever for 
the automatic drive.

M ineral 
lubricant will dam age the boot. 
More On The Same 
And speaking of the brake and 
clutch pedal shaft I am rem inded 
to mention the situation on my 
own car which has no provision 
tor lubricating these parts. The 
pedals ride on a special bushing 
and are held in position by large 
rubber w ashers secured by m etal 
nuts. To check squealing here it is 
necessary to apply a few drops of 
brake fluid occasionally. This isn’t 
mentioned at all in the service 
m anual. 
Cheeking A Weak Spot 
That short piece of flexible hos­ 
ing between the m ain fuel line and 
the fuel pum p often is quite a 
bad actor. A leak here will often 
have the effect of vapor lock by 
allowing air to be sucked into the 
pump. Oddity of such a leak is 
that gasoline will usually not run 
out of the weak spot. When the 
pump is operating fuel is being 
sucked through the pipe, and when 
the engine is switched off there 
is no pressure to force the fuel 
out. 
Sometim es fuel pum ps are need­ 
lessly discarded just becauce pres­ 
sure lower than it should be. W hat 
happens Is that the pump is draw ­ 
ing air along with the fuel and the 
output is decidedly sub-standard. 
Before condemning a pum p al­ 
ways consider the possibility of 
need for a new flexible line. 
Not Up To P ar 
Changes in car design always 
should be a tip-off to owners of j 
older models. Take the case of I 
brakes. This year m any new mod­ 
els have larger brakes. More at­ 
tention has been paid to drum 
construction, 
and 
linings 
have j 
been designed for better cooling 
If you reverse this you will find 
that m any of the cars which have 
been kicking around for a few 
years are definitely lacking in ade­ 
quate braking. So go easy on the 
brakes if they are not quite up to 
1953 standards.
